Note On The Set 


Scenery is a. relatively new facet of the theatre. In the great Greek 
Classical theatres such as the one at Epidauros, scenery was not known. 
Even as late as the 16th century, the London theatres of the Elizabethan 
age relied on costumes, not scenery, to give color to the stage. In the far 
East the Japanese Kabuki theatre merely suggested a scene rather than 
depicit it in great detail. 

In more recent times great stage designers, like Gordon Craig, have 
argued that a complete stage set robs an audience of the opportunity to 
fully utilize its greatest gift, the gift of imagination. 

In tonight's production of "You Can't Take It With You", a set has 
been suggested, and the audience is given the opportunity to fill in the 
details. This is merely the continuation of a tradition which had its beginnings 
in the theatre of Aeschylus, Sophocles, and Euripides.
